(Amended) A ligand less than about 6 kDa, which binds to a polypeptide comprising the 
amino acid sequence GWGQPHGG (SEQ ID NO:l) or a polypeptide analog comprising amino 
acid analogs that are retro-inverso isomers of the amino acid sequence GWGQPHGG (SEQ ID 
\ NO:l) , wherein said ligand includes the amino acid sequence X1X2X3X4X5X6 (SEQ ID NO:40), 
f \ ^ provided that 

X! is L, W, or I; 
X2 is L, Q, F, or L; 
X 3 is I, Y, V, F, or L; 
X4isWorV; 
X5 is I; and 
X 6 is P, A, F, K, or A. 


(Amended) The peptide ligand of claim 1, wherein said polypeptide comprises a retro- 
inverso isomer of the amino acid sequence of GWGQPHGG (SEQ ID NO:l).
